But let things be as it 
pleaſe God; it is certain that in that day 
when Truth gets ber Viftory, in that aay 
we ſhall prevail againſt all God's Enemies 
and ours, not in the Purchaces and Perqui- 
fites of: the World, but in the Rewards and 
Returns of Holineſs and Patience,& Faith

doing this there is no other way left 
but to ſearch out every corner of it, 
and to caſt out eyery ſin, with every un- 
clan thouglit that hath defiled it.

You are to remember, that there is a 
great Meaſure of Diſcretion to be uſed 


in the Performanceof thisz ſo'that you - 


may neither omit it when your own 
heart may tell you that there is ſome- 
thing amiſs in you whichmuſt be look*d 
after; nor on the other ſide over-fcru- 
pulouſiypurſue it, when you are not con- 
{cious to your ſelf of any notable Fail- 
ings, but ſuch as are incident to humane 
frailty : for if you do not wilfully paſs 
over any of your greater Offences, but 
confeſs particularly, and repent ſeriouſ- 
ly of them, God will more eaſily paſs by 
your leſſer infirmities, being ſuch as the 
Holy Prophet deſpaired of finding out 
when he ſo ſadly complained ,, Who car:

for humbling your Soul with Faſting, or 
for preparing your ſelf for the devout 
Receiving of the Sacrament. 


For the manner of ordering this Exa- 
mination, ſeveral Methods have been
